resident.

4.- CITY OF KILKENNY. 



A RETURN of the Number of Freemen in the City of Kilkenny. 

ONE thousand four hundred and seven is the number appearing on the pannel of Free- 
men in this City, from the 1st day of January 1760 to the present time; of that number 
it is conceived nearly one-half were non-residents ; and as upwards of 1,000 of that number 
were admitted Freemen previous to the year 1780 , 1 should presume that three-fourths of the 
whole number are now dead : it is quite out of my power to ascertain the number of non- 
residents now living, as they are dispersed through many parts of Ireland, some of which 
are very remote from this city. 

The entire number of Freemen, resident as well as non-resident, which appear to have 
been admitted since the year 1780 inclusive (a period of near 50 years) is about 397. 



The number of Freemen at present resident in this City and its liberties amounts to 
about 144. 

At the contested election held in said City in June 1826, the entire number of Freemen 
(resident as well as non-resident) which appear to have polled, was about 206, being 106 
resident, and 100 non-resident; and the contested election held in said City in February 
1828, the entire number of Freemen which appears to have then polled was about 156, viz. 
81 resident, and 75 non-resident.
